ADDITIONAL  NOTES  ON  BALDWIN  -  FELTS  AGENCY 


By  Scriptor  Neville  Brugh 


Jan.  30,  1904;  A  negro  named  Henry  Williams  killed  and  robbed  a  Mrs.  Shields  (home  at 
305  Vfest:  side  of  1st  Street  -  2  doors  South  of  Kirk  Ave.)  in  Roanoke.  Williams  stole 
sane  watches  and  clothing  and  headed  for  West  Virginia. 

The  Baldwin-Felts  Detective  Agency  was  called  in  on  the  case  and  tracked  Williams  to 
Gilliam,  Vfest  Va.  W.  G.  Baldwin  and  J.  D.  Copenhaver  found  Williams  in  Northfork,  Vfest 
Va.  where  he  had  sold  a  coat.  Williams  admitted  the  crime  and  was  taken  to  Richmond, 
Virginia  for  safe  keeping  by  W.  G.  Baldwin,  A.  H.  Baldwin,  P.  0.  Baldwin,  T.  L.  Felts, 
John  D.  Copenhaver  and  James  O’Conner  -  all  heavily  armed. 

Williams  was  the  first  person  lawfully  hung  in  Roanoke. 

1920:  Coal  strike  in  progress  in  Vfest  Virginia: 

Baldwin-Felts  Agency  was  hired  to  oust  strikers  from  company  houses  in  Matewan,  Vfest 
Va.  12  detectives  were  killed  and  3  wounded  by  shots  by  miners  from  behind  bushes, 
trees  and  houses.  This  came  to  be  known  as  the  "Macewan  Massacre”.  • 

1922 :  A  William  Botts  and  W.  G.  Baldwin  opened  a  luncheon,  news  and  soda  shop  but 
business  did  not  survive  long. 

1914:  W.  G.  Baldwin  secured  a  Martha  Washington  candy  franchise.  This  business  was 
located  at  310  S.  Jefferson  St.  HA  later  added  a  luncheon.  (Brugh' s  family  sold  eggs, 
butter,  etc.  to  Baldwin  at  this  location). 

November  1,  1907:  Baldwin  Detective  Agency  office  was  located  in  Tipton  Law  Building 
in  Roanoke.  His  residence  was  located  at  102  Canpbell  Ave.  in  Roanoke.

CQhL  rltLQS  OF  VbkHILIUN  COUNTV »  ILLINOIS

Not  all  coal  was  mined  in  West  Virginia  (no  pun  intended) .  Coal  mining  in  Vermilion 
County ,  Illinois  began  in  1850.  In  1865  strip  mining  began  in  the  Grape  Creek  area, 
about  miles  east  of  my  home  town  of  Westville.  Labor  was  scarce  so  they  imported  the 
first  miners  from  Belgium.  A  shipload  of  Belgium  miners  were  brought  in  to  show  the 
early  coal  mine  developers  how  to  start  the  slopes  and  how  to  best  mine  the  coal.  Later 
there  was  a  steady  stream  of  European  immigrants  coming  in  to  secure  jobs  in  the  coal 
mines.  Belgium  Town  became  the  home  of  the  Belgium  miners  and  is  located  jdjacent  and 
north  of  Westville. 

Mr.  Mike  Kelly,  a  native  of  Ireland,  came  to  this  area  from  Pennsylvania..  He  worked 
in  the  strip  mines  in  the  Hungry  Hollow  area.  He  would  load  each  day's  coal  into  a 
wheelbarrow  and  peddle  it  that  evening  in  Danville.  Later  he  got  a  contract  to  supply 
coal  for  the  Chicago  and  Eastern  Illinois  Railroad.  He  eventually  purchased  the  Hungry 
Hollow  Mine  and  started  on  his  fortune.  Just  before  the  twentieth  century  he  discovered 

another  and  better  vein  of  coal.  (Our  area  has  seven  veins  of  coal).  Mr.  Kelly 

opened  and  operated  five  mines  in  the  Westville  area:  Kelly  No.  1,  located  li  miles 
east  of  Kellyville.  It  opened  in  1889  and  closed  in  1898.  Kelly  No.  2,  located  2 
miles  west  of  iusllyville.  It  opened  in  1893  and  closed  in  1912.  Kelly  No.  3,  located 
at  the  southwest  edge  of  Westville.  It  opened  in  1895  and  closed  in  1922.  Kelly  No. 

4,  located  at  east  edge  of  Westville,  opened  in  1902  and  closed  in  1924.  Kelly  No.  5 

was  located  just  northeast  of  Westville  and  was  opened  in  1903  and  closed  in  1911.  This 

mine  was  closed  prematurely  because  of  water  difficulties.  As  a  young  boy,  I  went 
swimming  in  the  pond  of  No.  3  mine  which  is  about  one -fourth  jnile  from  my  home. 

New  York  Central  Railroad  and  the  Lyons  Yards  were  located  north  of  Westville,  making 
it  a  center  for  the  shipping  of  coal  from  the  .fast  developing  mining  region.  With  the 
growth  of  mining,  many  immigrants  from  all  parts  of  Europe  came  bringing  their  customs 
and  native  tongues.  Westville  was  said  to  be  a  "melting  pot".  In  the  middle  1920' s, 
Westville  was  featured  in  Ripley's  "Believe  It  Or  Not"  as  a  small  community  of  thirty^ 
seven  nationalities. 

Milk  Kelly  established  a  company  store  for  the  benefit  of  the  miners.  He  also  built 
many  houses,  called  company  houses,  which  he  rented  out  to  the  miners.  This  area  was 
known  as  Kellyville.  In  1897  Kellyville  was  annexed  to  Westville .  No  coal  mine  tokens 
ever  surfaced  H  •  ' 


Himrod,  one  of  the  first  mining  towns  on  the  prairie,  was  two  miles  east  of  Westville. 
The  old  Himrod  Mine  shaft  was  sunk  about  1895  by  the  Himrod  Coal  Company  with  W.  W. 
Keefer  as  Superintendent  and  General  Manager.  In  1903,  Mike  Kelly  purchased  the  Himrod 
Coal  Company  mine  for  approximately  $260,000.00,  thus  making  him  the  largest  individual 
coal  operator  in  Illinois.  In  1908,  water  broke  into  the  mine  eventually  causing  its 
closing,  and  the  fall  of  Himrod.  Many  of  the  houses  that  were  built  for  the  miners 
were  jacked  up  and  moved  to  that  part  of  Westville  known  as  the  "Sardine  Patch".  This 
is  located  at  the  east  edge  of  Westville  near  Rally  No.  4  mine. 

In  1905,  Mr.  Kelly  sold  his  coal  interests  to  Sen.  William  B.  McKinley  of  the  U.  S. 
Steel  corporation  for  a  reputed  three  million  dollars.  These  properties  were  acquired 
by  the  Bunsen  Company  in  1908.  Ultimately  U.  S.  Fuel,  a  subsidiary  of  U.  S.  Steel,  was 
created  and  became  owner  of  the  extensive  Vermilion  County  mines. 

In  1890  there  were  64  mines  operating  in  the  county.  In  1897  and  1899,  Vermilion 
County  ranked  first  in  coal  production  in  Illinois.  At  the  time  4000  men  were  employed 
in  the  mines.  In  1912  Vermilion  County  had  48  mines  operating  and  these  mined  3,374,443 
tons  of  coal.  Westville  had  6  mines;  Steelton  2  mines;  Danville  25  mines;  Fairmount  3 
mines;  Muncie  1  mine;  Georgetown  3  mines;  Catlin  3  mines;  Collison  1  mine;  Grape  Creek 
3  mines;  Oakwood  1  mine.  Illinois  in  1912  had  a  total  of  879  mines  which  employed 
|j9,411  men  and  produced  57,514,240  tons  of  coal.  Illinois  from  1906  to  1913  averaged  a 
^otal  of  50,000,000  tons  per  year.  Vermilion  County  ranked  8th  in  Illinois  for  the 
years  of  1906  to  1913.  Only  tokens  found  were  from  Steelton  (Dering  Coal  Co.  Nos.  3 

and  4)  by  Mr.  H.  Snider  (Illinois  2657  -Edkins). 


COAL  FIELDS  OF  VERMILION  COUNTY,  ILLINOIS

Mining  in  the  county  began  declining  soon  after  the  depression.  Poor  roof  conditions 
and  the  high  sulphur  content  of  the  soft  coal  were  the  primary  reasons.  Little  Vermilion 
mine  closed  in  1932.  The  Peabody  Coal  Company  closed  in  1945.  Busenville,  the  largest 
mine  in  the  county,  closed  soon  after.  The  coal  age  was  over  1 1  In  1945  the  curtains 
fell  on  the  coal  mining  in  Westville.  At  the  present  time,  coal  raining  is  returning  to 
this  county.  Lee  Coal  Company  is  active  with  both  strip  and  shaft  mining  in  Oakwood  and 
Danville  areas.  The  Amax  Coal  Company  has  purchased  the  coal  rights  in  the  Catlin  and 
Vermilion  county  areas  and  is  trying  to  reenter  the  coal  raining  of  Vermilion  county. 

One  of  the  leading  coal  mine  personalities  to  arise  from  the  Westville  coal  f ie'lds 
was  Mr.  Tom  Moses,  who  became  one  of  the  nation's  most  highly  respected  executives.  Be 
started  to  work  in  an  Indiana  mine  as  a  "trapper"  (one  who  opens  and  closes  doors  in  the 
mine  entry)  at  the  age  of  11.  By  the  time  he  was  27,  he  was  a  full  time  miner.  His 
efforts  of  self  education  paid  off  and  he  was  made  night  boss  of  Vermilion  Mine.  In 
1904,  he  became  Secretary  of  State  Mining  Department  of  Illinois.  In  1909,  he  was  made 
Super  of  Mines  near  Westville  for  the  properties  of  U.  S.  Steel.  In  1927,  Mr.  Moses 
became  President  of  the  J.  C.  Fricke  Coke  Co.  and  tiie  U.  S.  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  Mr.  Moses 
lived  in  Westville  and  a  street  "Moses  Avenue"  is  named  in  his  honor.

_(Personal_  note_by  E^tor  Caldwell:  Since  Ore  is  a  collector  of  American  Legion 
medals  and  has  served  as  a  Post  Commander  and  since  I  have  been  a  Legion  post  officer 

for  37  years,  he  -  and  possibly  you  readers  -  will  be  interested  in  this  little  extra. 

In  my  early  Legion  days  (possibly  1948  or  thereabouts)  West  Virginia  had  a  candidate 
for  National  Commander  (Donald  Wilson)  and  the  National  Convention  was  being  held  in 
Miami,  Florida.  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  be  able  to  attend.  Anyway,  during  this 

event.  West  Virginia  hosted  a  reception  and  buffet  at  one  of  the  largest  hotels  on  the 

beach  in  honor  of  our  candidate  and  Mr.  Moses  jpicked  up  the  entire  tab  for  West  Virginia. 
I  am  90%  certain  that  it  was  'this  same  gentleman.  Ore,  and  I  cannot  imagine  what  the  bill 
for  this  event  would  have  been.  Too,  if  I  have  the  correct  gentleman,  he  represented

My  father,  George  Vacketta,  at  the  same  period  was  Mine  Boss  at  Bunsenville  Mine 
during  World  War  I.  He  later  became  a  County  and  State ‘Mine  Inspector  and  also  was 
President  of  the  Local  Union  509.  Another  Westville  coal  miner,  Mike  F.  Widman,  Jr., 
rose  to  one  of  the  most  important  offices  in  the  hierarchy  of  the  United  Mine  Workers 
of  America.  Mr.  John  L.  Lewis,  the  head  of  the  UMWA,  was  a  frequent  visitor  in  Westville 
being  a  friend  of  my  father,  they  shared  the  same  hotel  room  at  UMWA  conventions  several 
times.  Mr.  Lewis  and  the  other  Westville  miners,  especially  Mr.  Widman,  John  Reano, 

Matt  Bunch,  and  Bill  Topham  started  the  active  organization  of  unions  •’’n  the  USA. 

Vermilion  County  is  again  destined  to  become  a  leading  coal  field  due  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  sitting  on  top  of  seven  or  more  seams  of  coal  and  coal  is  becoming 
increasingly  important  as  the  main  source  of  energy. 

This  particular  coal  field  did  not  use  coal  scrip  as  abundantly  as  Appalachia  coal 
areas  largely  because  the  mines  were  not  isolated.  I  am  still  trying  to  locate  more 
coal  scrip  from  this  county.
